SENATE BILL INTRODUCED February 15, 2018

SB 1122  Senator Conway

EDUCATION - COMMERCIAL GAMING REVENUES -
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT

Proposing an amendment to the Maryland Constitution to limit the uses of
certain revenues to educational opportunities and programs for the children of
the State in public schools, the advancement of educators, and the construction
of school facilities; requiring the Governor to include in the budget submission
certain amounts in certain fiscal years as supplemental funding for certain
purposes; requiring that certain funding be in addition to State funding provided
for certain grades in public schools in fiscal year 2020; etc.

This bill requires a mandated appropriation in the annual budget bill.

Repealing a requirement applicable to Garrett County that a certain animal
control officer enforce certain provisions; and requiring, in Garrett County,
certain provisions to be enforced by the sheriff, a deputy authorized by the
sheriff, or an animal control officer appointed by the county commissioners or
the county commissioner’s designee.
